PLANTING TOMATOES. 

Writing on the above subject in the 
Weekly irish Times, the Garden Correspon-

Thus plant 
the plants as they grow can 
brought in direct contact with the me 
or it may be close fence, and we have 
seen success with the latter, although the 
heat-retaining brick wall is preferable, 
and there are but few places in which such 
cannot be found. Cultivation is simple, 
merely consisting in confining each plant 
to a single stem by pinching out lateral 
growths and stopping the leader after six 
trusses of fruit are safely secured by 
liinating the blossoms, feeding wit 
iquid manure doing the rest.

Motor Notes and News 


5 the balmy month of June, more, per-

rugged and mountainous, to the bog and 
lake-land, and those whose tastes he in 
these directions can do no better than 
spend a week-end in the Connemara 
district, where they will find much that 


will charm and fascinate them. 
A SUGGESTED WEEK-END TRIP. 


It is, of course, quite impossible to 
““do ” all that famous district in such a 
short period, but if they take the route 
as suggested in this week’s notes as the 
basis of the trip, they will see a great 
deal of the beauties and attractions of 
this part of Ireland. On the road from 
Dublin to Galway one passes through Eden 
derry and Tullamore, and over Shannon- 
bridge, which spans the Shannon. This 
point on the route is but five miles from 
the famous antiquities of Clonmacnoise, 
and if time permits an excursion should 
be made to the ruins of this one-time 
ecclesiastical city. Leaving Galway by 
the road which runs along the shores of 
the bay for 20 miles, the Clare coast and 


the Arran Islands come into view. At 
Inveran one turns to the north, and the 
road runs by many lakes, the Screbe 
Fishery, on to Mam Cross. Here we turn 
westward for Recess and the district of 
the Twelve Pins, passing very picturesque 
scenery, of which Ballynahinch is the 
centre. From Clifden there is a glorious 
drive through Letterfrack and the famous 
Kylemore, one of the most beautiful spots 
in the whole of Connemara to Leenane. 
Leenane is left by the Long Valley which 
runs at the Maam Turk Mountains. 
From Griggins the . southern road .is 
taken, from which there are wonderful 
views of Lough Corrib. Arriving at 
Cong, the tripper can explore the Ashford. 
demesne, the ruined Abbey, and the 
battlefield of Moytura. Returning to Dub- 
lin, the route can be varied by driving 
via Athlone. 


REDUCING PETROL CONSUMPTION. 
A reader of these notes has written 
asking me to enumerate the various points 
of a motor car in their order which 
should be tested and adjusted for the 
purpose of reducin trol consumption. 
As the reply will, FA, tless, interest other 
readers, the several points to inspect are: 

1.. Wheel alignment. 

2. Condition of cylinders. 

5. Tappet adjustment: 

4. Clutch, (it is very important to see 
that the clutch is not slipping.) 

5. Grade and amount of oil used in the 
engine, gear-box and back axle. (The 
wrong grade-may cause excessive fuel con- 
sumption, and too much oil may cause 
loss of power through churning. ) 

6. Sparking plugs. Incorrectly adjusted 
sac or worn out plugs cause poor per- 
ormance, 

Common causes of heavy fuel consump- 
tion are careless driving methods, unneces- 
sary use of the choke, leaky valves or 
piston rings, wrong adjustment of tappets

probably the most common cause of all, 
and is due mostly to the use of worn out 
plugs. Plugs seldom fail outright, but 
as a rule, their firing after ten thousan 

miles is liable to become erratic, and they 
should be renewed. 


AVOIDING RISK OF SKIDS. 


The unusually inclement weather of the 
past month has made road very 
treacherous for the novice, and some very 
serious skids have been reported in various 
districts, particularly on many of the 
roads in the Counties of Dublin and 
Wicklow which are overhung by trees. It 
is when rain commences to fall and again 
when the surfaces are drying up and pro- 
duce a greasy condition that roads offer 
the most dangerous driving conditions. 
To have the brakes of one’s car in an effi- 
cient state is one of the best preventives 
of skidding, and attention to this matter 
ought to be one of the first considerations, 
for more accidents are due to faulty brakes 
than to any other defect in a car’s 
mechanism. 

The great secret of road adhesion is w 
make sure that each of the four whee!s 
possess their correct retarding effect when 
braked. It is not invariably necessary tu 
arrange for identical brake pressures on 
front and rear wheels, though as a rule 
this is a sound aim to have in view, but 
pressures should be equal as between the 
two front wheels and as between the two 
rear wheels. The best method of ensuring 
that they possess such pressure is to have 
the car’s brakes tested at a reliable ser- 
vice station where the necessary apparatus 
is installed. The small charge made for 
the test is more than justified by the re- 
sults.

A HOME TEST. 


Of course, the test may be made at 
home, but the trouble involved in jacking 


up all four wheels when, perhaps, only 
one jack is available is quite enough to 
make one postpone the job as long as pos- 
sible. There is, however, a rough-and- 
ready test which can be made. on the road. 
After running down hill for some distance 
with the foot on the brake stop the car

and feel each brake drum; it will be 
found, if the brakes are not correctly 
adjusted, that some are hotter than others, 
the difference in temperature indicating 
which of the brakes is out of adjustment. 
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Tighten the adjusting nuts of the brake 
where the drums are cold. This should 
be done in easy stages, one or two turns 
being taken up after each run. The opera- 
tion should carried out on different 
runs until all drums become warmed ap- 
proximately te the same degree. This 
method, with ordinary care, is very effec- 
tive. With brakes properly adjusted, a 
four-wheel braked car on a dry, level road 
travelling at 20 m.p.h. should be capable 
of being stopped in 22 feet, at 30 m.p.h. in 
50 feet, and at 40 m.p.h. in 90 feet. 


WHEN CHANGING TYRES. 

After changing a wheel or a rim it is 
sound practice to drive a mile or two, and 
then try taking up the nuts again. Usually 
they will come up half « turn, and the 
risk of rim wedges or stud holes wearing 
will be eliminated. On these occasions it 
is a very good plan to place a few drops 
of oil on the threads and on the inner hubs 
which will insure against difficulty in re- 
moval owing to rust the next time a punc- 
ture occurs. 

REMOVING AN OLD PATCH. 


Sometimes, in patching inner tubes, one. 


has to take off the old patch because of a 
leak under or close to it. In taking off the 
old patch one is likely to tear the tube, 
and, in addition, it is a slow job. Strike 
a match, hold the flame under the old 
patch for a few seconds and the patch will 
come off easily.

LEGAL POINTS TO BE 
RAISED. 


(BEFORE MR. LITTLE.) 

An application ‘was made by Mr. Lambert 
Patterson, solicitor, to have a dated fixed for 
the hearing of a case in which his clients, 
Mr. and Mrs. Thomas Lavelle, of Castlebar, 
Co, Mayo, were charged by the Free State 
Customs and Excise authorities with evading 
an alleged duty of £12 5s.

Mr. Patterson explained that Mr. Lavelle 
and his wife had been on their honeymoon 
in England, and the fur coat which was the 
subject of the charge was purchased by Mr. 
Lavelle in London and given to his wife as a 
wedding present. He asked the Justice to 
fix a date for the hearing, as he wished to 
raise issues under certain sections of the 
Adaptation of Enactments Act, 1922, and under 
a certain article of the Constitution and 
under certain sections of the Customs Act, 
1876

CHEMIST.

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JUSTICE TO CONSIDER HIS 
DECISION. 


(BEFORE MR. HANNAN. 

Mr. Harry Weiner, a chemist, of 553 North 
Circular road, was summoned for selling a 
drug without having it properly labelled, and 
without taking the necessary particulars of 
the purchaser and entering them in the 
Poison Book. Mr. Weiner was also sum- 
moned for not employing a qualified as- 
sistant. 

The Pharmaceutical Society instructed the 
prosecution. 

There were also ten summonses against 
Mr. Harold Wagner, of 26 St. Kevin's road, 
South .Circular road, for selling the drug 
without having registered as a pharmacen- 
tical chemist. 

The vontention of the defence was that in 
the price list issued by the Dublin and Pro- 
vincial Retail mg ot! Association this 
drug is marked '' Part 2,” which signifies 
that under Part 2 of the Act a chemist could 
sell them in boxes, bottles or wrappers which 
hore his own name and address, and that it 
was not necessary for him to enter the name 
and address of the purchaser in the Poison 
Book. ; 

Mrs. Gertrude Rutland, an inspector of the 
Pharmaceutical Society, who purchased the 
drug in Mr, Weiner’s shop, admitted that 
we was refused another drug that she asked 
or, 

Evidence was given by another inspector of 
the society, Mr. J. Weddick, that he visited 
Mr. Weiner's shop, purchased prescriptions, 
and saw Mr. Weiner’s assistant making then 
up, but Mr. Weiner was not present. : 

Dr. P. J. Byrne, of Holles Street Hos- 
pital, said that these drugs were dangerous, 
but had their legitimate use in the hands 
of a medical practitioner. 

Mr. Weiner, in evidence, said that his as- 
sistant, Mr. Wagner, never made up prescrip- 
tions unless under his supervision. 

Mr. Wagner also maintained that he never 
made up prescriptions unless when Mr. 
Weiner was present. 

Mr. Hannan said that it was a very diffi- 
cult case, and he would have to adjourn it 
for consideration until the 9th June,

Michael Molloy, District Court clerk, Dun- 
dalk, sued John F. Moran, motor-hearse pro- 
prietor, Bloomfield avenue, off South Circular 
road, Dublin, to recover £32 10s. for damage 
to his motor car and consequent loss, alleged 
to have been dhe “to the neghgence of the 
defendant in driving his motor-hearse near 
Newtownmou.‘tkennedy, County Wicklow, on 
the 15th November, 1931. e defendant 
counter-claimed for £23 11s. for damage done 
to his hearse, and. for loss of profits while 
it was out of use. 

The hears’ was going round a bend in the 
road outside Newtownmountkennedy, when 
it met some wandering caravans. The plain- 
tiff alleged that the driver pulled up the 
hearse too quickly, with the result that, 
being directly behind, he was unable to avoid 
running his car into the hearse. 

The defendant's case was that he slowed 
down on seeing the donkeys crossing the 
road in front of him. He did not pull up 
suddenly, as alleged. 

The Judge held that the plaintiff was 
guilty of negligence in not keeping at a 
reasonable distance behind the hearse. The 
defendant had acted properly, and was not 
guilty of negligence. He dismissed the plain- 
tiff’s claim, with costs, and gave the defend- 
ant, on his counter-claim, a decree for £21, 
with £2 costs and expenses.

The Com- 
mission is only to exist so long as meat 
imports are controlled by tariffs, or quotas, 
or both, 
The general aim is to help all engaged 
in this industry, and as proper marketing

AN AUTHORS’ THEATRE. 


The Abbey has always been recognised as 
Pan authors’ theatre,” in contrast with the 
producers’ theatre or the actors’ theatre. Its 
reputation has been made under the control 
and guidance of dramatists, and its useful- 
ness has never been impeded by the direc 
tion of the people who wrote its plays. It 
may be hoped that nothing will now be done 
to change drastically the control which the 
authors have had in the past, or to give 
control to others than dramatists. Already 
several names of dramatists whose plays are 
associated with the theatre have been men- 
tioned as likely candidates for the vacancy, 
among them being T. C. Murray, Brinsley 
MacNamara and Rutherford Mayne. As Mr. 
Mayne has been more generally recognised 
as the guiding influence in the Ulster 
Literary Theatre, and the Ulster Players of

have been staged at the Abbey Theatre over 
a period of twenty years, his candidature 
would not seem to have the same basis as 
that of the others mentioned. Both Mr. 
Murray and Mr. MacNamara have been as- 
sociated with the Abbey Theatre since they 
began to write plays, and their dramatic 
reputations are in great part due to that 
theatre. ' 


ENLARGE THE BOARD.

Industry and agriculture are still 
declining, and Mr. John F. Gordon, 
Parliamentary Secretary to the Ministry 
of Labour, stated this week that he can 
see no hope of maintaining the social 
seryices at such a tremendous cost to the 
country, unless there is a great revival in 
trade. The dawning of that day seems to 
be still distant. “Work is steadily vanish- 
ing from the Belfast shipyards, and if 
orders are not received for new vessels, 
the clang of the hammer on the Lagan soon 
will.cease. Mr. Gordon further points out 
that the linen trade has declined, with a | 
resultant swelling of the tide of unemploy- 
ment, while farming is also unsatisfactory. 
There are over 60,000 ‘unemployed 
persons on the Labour Registers ; thousands 
of others receive no benefit whatever, and 
the only comfort offered is that, with 
“grit, determination and energy,” all 
difficulties should be overcome. It is well 
to be optimistic, but the silver lining in 
the clouds of depression has not yet 
appeared,

In other words, half of the 
vital questions which beset the world 
to-day would be ruled out of order. 

How can the essential problem of. the 
world crisis be tackled without con- 
sideration of War debts and reparations ! 
Europe has realised by bitter experience, 
and a growing volume of American opinion 
agrees, that these impositions are respon- 
sible in a huge degree for mankind's pre- 
sent plight. When a people is impoverished 
by the amount ‘needed to pay its share of 
these debts, how can it possess the pur- 


virtues of such a meeting some weeks ago. | 


assuring preliminary to autonomy in 
‘India, but they are dictated by the 
prudence which is born of hard and bitter 
experience. Acute financial depression 
throughout the Presidency is accompanied 
by a terrorism which shows no sign of 
abatement. On his arrival in England, 
Sir Stanley Jackson, whose term of office 
has concluded, addressed the Conservative 
Committee on India in the House of Com- 
mons, and his words left no doubt that 
the position in Calcutta is precarious. The 
European citizens of Calcutta are not dis- 
inclined to entrust the control to Indians, 
but they can foresee clearly the conse- 
quences which must follow if authority 
is handed over to inexperience. Fourteen 
handred prisoners lie in the gaols of the 
Presidency,,.on charges of implication in 
the campaign, of terror, and the Congress 
Party looks forward to their release as 
the first act of the new Government. The 
prospect in itself is not calculated to allay 
anxiety, and the threat to. the police 
which it implies does not diminish the 
tension. Sympathisers with Congress 
make no secret of their intention to take 
the earliest opportunity to revenge them- 
selves upon the force which has striven 
to keep them in order, Already the 
police, throughout the whole of India, are 
subjected to a continual vilification which 
knows no bounds, and their probable fate 
at the hands of the released prisoners is 
not to be contemplated with equanimity. 
A less suitable time than the present 
scarcely could be chosen for the relinquish- 
ment of British control in India. Hindus 
and Moslems are alike unready for a 
western democratic system, and responsi- 
bility must be given, and undertaken, 
slowly, if India is to have a future. 


Railway Economies. 


At present many Irishmen are revising 
their doméstic budgets in an effort to 
adjust their expenditure to their shrunken 
incomes, It is a grim task, which must 
win their attention for any account of 
corresponding economies on a _ gigantic 
scale. Since amalgamation was effected in 
1925 the British railways have contrived 
economies which amount to £135,000,000 a 
year. Some of their methods have been 
explained at the congress of the Institute 
of Transport, which is now,in session at 
Buxton ; and most of these are covered by 
that impressive word, “ rationalisation.” 
Before 1923, for instance, the number of 
schedules of articles purchased by the 
various companies was nearly 600, repre- 
senting some 30,000 items. By a careful 
analysis of schedules and patterns the 
number of items was reduced at the ont- 


that alone will 
commerce ? 
American conditions depart strangely 
from the spirit of Mr. Hoover's 
moratorium. Mr. Hoover did not pretend 
that th® moratorium was inspired by any 
particular motives of generosity; he did 
not blink the fact that it was designed as 
much for America’s welfare as for that 
of Europe. By the offer of the moratorium 
he admitted frankly that War debts and 
reparations payments exercised a pro- 
found and noxious influence upon world 
prosperity. How has the situation altered 
to-day—we disregard the near approach of 
the presidential elections, which must in- 
volve some concessions to the American 
electorate? Mr. Hoover and Mr. Stimson 
cannot believe that commodity prices can 
be stabilised throughout the world so long 
as Many nations are ground beneath a 
load of distress. The proposed conference, 
if it is held at all, may do something to 
reduce the tariff walls which are the 
second of the world’s obstacles to recovery. 
Yet even their complete removal will be 
of little benefit while the drain of War 
debts persists. 

Despite these facts, we hardly could ex- 
pect the United States to participate un- 
conditionally in the proposed conference, 
since she has refused to attend at 
Lausanne. The Lausanne Conference will 
be divided into two sections. The first 
section will deal with the general question 
of War debts and reparations. The 
second will be concerned with ‘‘ measures 
necessary to and 
financial difficulties which are responsible 
for, and may prolong, the present world 
crisis.”’ It is unfortunate that the United 
States has refused to attend even the 
second part. The excuse is that attend- 
ance might give a false impression of her 
attitude to the question of War debts. 
That objection is reasonable, but, as we 
think, might be overcome by the drawing 
of a sharper distinction between the two 
divisions of the Conference, Nevertheless, 
it is unlikely that any useful purpose 
would beeserved by the presence of the 
United States at the second part if she 
were not represented likewise at the first 
part. No progress can be made towards a 
revival of prosperity throughout the world 
until something has been done about 
War payments. What the world needs is 
fewer conferences and more action. 
President. Hoover's moratorium of last 
year brought matters further than a whole 
host of conferences. A similarly positive 
action is required to bring some order out 
of the present mess. |

The British rail- 
way companies aré making a brave fight 
against adversity, and we hope that their 
example will inspire Ireland’s harassed 
householders. If taxes and tariffs go much 
further in the Free State, we may expect a 
time. when the need of “ rationalisation "’ 
will drive most of her citizens. into a com- 
munal existence. 


Jews in Canada. 


During these days (says a Special Corre- 
spondent of The Times) the Canadian 
Jews are celebrating their hundredth year 
of political and civil freedom. Jews have 
taken a part in Canadian life ever since 
the struggle between England and France 
for possession of the future Dominion. 
The staff of Amherst, who surrounded 
Montreal while Wolfe was making his 
storied assault upon Quebec, included 
many Jewish officers, of whom Com- 
missary Aaron Hart, of London, was 
the most notable. The Harts subsequently 
became a highly respected family in the 
Jewish community of Montreal, and in 
1807 a son of Amherst’s officer was elected 
to the Legislative Assembly. He did 
not take his place without a storm 
of opposition; and his manner of 
taking the oath—upon the Pentateuch, 
and with his head covered—was used as a 
pretext to deprive him of his seat. After- 
wards he was re-elected by his con- 
stituency, Three Rivers, was expelled 
again, and once more was:elected.. A bill 
was introduced, after his third election, to 
disqualify a Jew from membership of the 
Legislative Assembly, but the Governor 
indignantly dissolved the Chamber and put 
an end to the proposal. After years of 
agitation a bill granting political rights 
to the Jews was passed in 1832, and since 
then, as we read, many Jews have sat in 
the Parliament, and others have occupied 
high positions in civil life. The Jewish 
population was swelled during the century 
by immigrants from Central Europe— 
particularly after the Russian pogroms of 
1881—-and to-day it amounts to some 
180,000. It is regarded as an active force 
in Jewish life’ throughout the world— 
| especially in the matter of the Zionist 
movement. The Canadian State and the 
Jewish race alike can take pride in the 
celebrations of this year. :

The Question of Shanghai. 


Various conferences are now oceupyin~ 
the attention of the Governments in man: 
countries. In addition to the Imperial! 
Conference at Ottawa, the Reparations 
Conference at Lausanne, the Internationa! 
Eeonomic Conference agreed to by the 
United States, and the Disarmament Con- 
ference at Geneva, two conferences are 
under discussion concerning Shanghai. The 
Japanese Government has suggested that 
the conference on the general question of 
Shanghai shall be preceded by a round 
table meeting of representatives of the 
principal Powers to discuss the status oí 
the city. This is the proposal concerning 
which Mr. Ramsay Macdonald spoke on 
the trans-Atlantic telephone to Washinz 
ton a few days ago. It is understood that 
Britain, France and Italy all may avree 
to take part, provided that the United 
States participates, but Washington seems 
disinclined to become further involved in 
the Shanghai question, and no definite 
arrangement will be made until President 
Hoover agrees to be represented.

From Revtrer’s CoRRESPONDENT. 


BERLIN, Thursday. 
HE fate of the Reichstag, over which 
hangs the dark shadow of dissolution 
or dictatorship, was not revealed when 
Herr von Papen, the new Chancellor, 
received a hundred foreign Pressmen late 
this evening. 

The Chancellor, who only. spoke for 
three minutes, stated that the new Goyern- 
ment would do its ttmost to carry out the 
tasks before it, both in regard to internal 
and foreign affairs, and that in doing so 
it would take into consideration both 
national and foreign interests. ' 

The Chancellor uave no hint as to 
whether a general election is to held 
after the Reichstag is dissolved. 


ELECTION QUESTION, 


It is believed that it is his intention to 
face the Reichstag, probably on Tuesday, 
and that he will dissolve it on the Govern- 
ment being defeated, as it will be if it 
comes to a vote of no-confidence, now that 
the Centre Party has deciared its uncom- 

romising hostility. 3 
P'The ve ie se of the Government took 
the oath. to the Constitution before Presi- 
dent Hindenburg this evening. The 
Cabinet afterwards met to decide what is 
to be its next action. 

If a general election is held within the 
sixty days, as: provided by the Constitu- 
tion, it can be regarded as certain that 
the ‘von’ Papen. Government: will have to 
make way for Hitler, A story current in 
Berlin to-day is that General Schleicher 
had said that he expected the Government 
to remain in power quite a long time, 
which would seem to indicate that no 
general election is to be held. 

As regards. the new Government's 
foreign policy, it is not expected to 
deviate from that of the Bruening Govern. 
ment. 


NO REPARATIONS, 


No reparations payments at all is the 
slogan which the German delegation to the 
Lausanne Conference will undoubtedly pro- 
claim through Baron von Neurath, the 
Foreign Minister. 

President Hindenburg has written to ex- 
Chancellor Bruening a letter of gratitude 
for his services, 

Chancellor von Papen conferred to-day 
with the Reichsbank President, Dr. 
Luther, on Germany's financial situation 
and the part to be taken by the Reichsbank 
in dealing. with it. A communiqué 
announces. that ‘‘ full agreement was 
reached, that there was no question of in- 
troducing currency experiments, or, in 
fact, any measures in respect of currency 
and credit which might constitute a danger 
for the German mark.” In other words, 
Germany intends to maintain the gold 
standard.

A PORTRAIT OF 
SHAKESPEARE? 


eee cheats 


DISCOVERY IN CORK 
SHOP.

From Our Own CorRESsPONDENT. 


CORK. Thursday: 

HAT he claims to be one of the few 

authentic portraits of Shakespeare 
in existence was discovered in a Cork shop 
a few weeks ago by Mr. C. H. Willoughby, 
and it is now in his possession, The por- 
trait, he states, was painted in 1602 by 
Richard Burbage, Shakespeare s friend 
and fellow-actor, and may possibly have 
been brought to Ireland originally by 
Raleigh, or by one of his asapciates. 


Shakespeare, and, as he lived for many 
years in Youghal, the assumption is not 
impossible. 

@ portrait is on wood, and measures 
about 12 inches by 9. Mr. Willoughby 
states that it was sold to him as a por- 
trait of Raleigh, but on examining it 
more closely he became convinced that it 
could not be. In the first place, Raleigh 
was noted for his sumptuous attire, 
whereas the figure in this picture is very 
simply dressed, in the manner of the 
middle class citizen of that age. 


MINUTE LETTERING. 


Further investigation revealed the ex- 
istence of minute lettering on various 
parta of the picture, and this it was that 
convinced Mr, Willoughby that he 
sessed a genuine picture of Shakespeare. 
The signature, “‘ KR. Burbage,’’ he claims, 
ean be deciphered on one side of the por- 
trait, while ‘‘ RK. B.” appears also on the 
other side. On this: side, too, can be 
seen the letters E AR, the concluding 
letters of Shakespeare’s name.

TENSION WITH RUSSIA|.

TOKYO, Thursday. 
DMIRAL. VISCOUNT SAITO, the 
head of Japan's new National 
Government, in an exclusive statement to 
Reuter’s correspondent to-day, emphati 
cally denied the rumours of serious tension 
between Tokyo and Moscow. 

He considered, however, that the con 
tinued concentration of Russian troops in 
the Far East was the primary cause of 
such reports. : 

He expressed the belief that the con. 
clusion of a non-aggression pact between 
the two countries would weaken the force 
of the Kellog Pact, and be equivalent to 
establishing ‘‘ those special intimacies 
which have so often been deprecated.”’ 


THE “OPEN DOOR.” 


Viscount Saito asserted that the Soviet 
Union’s interests in the Chinese Eastern 
Railway (Northern Manchuria) were not 
regarded as militating against Japan’s in- 
terest in Manchuria, whore the policy of 
the “ open door ” entitled all vested in- 
terests, irrespective of their national com- 
plexion, to respect. Im consequence, he 
did not consider it desirable that Japan 
should uire any interests yr by 
others in the Chinese Eastern Railway. 

The new Premier further declared that 
no Customs union or economic federation 
between Japan and Manchuria was con- 
templated; that recognition of the new 
independent (Manchu-Kuo) régime there 
depended on its proved capacity to main- 
tain itself; and that Japan had no wish 
illegitimately to control the policy of the 
Manchn-Kuo authorities. 

Alluding to the suggestion that has been 
made from time to time that Japan might 
withdraw from the League of Nations, 
Viscount Saito said he hoped that no cir- 
cumstances would arise to lead tc such 
action.

BEAUTIFUL GROUNDS. 


St. Anne's, Clontarf, was formerly the 
residence of the late Lord Ardilaun. Lady 
Ardilaun lived in it for some years after 
her husband's death, and when she died 
it passed to her nephew, the present owner. 
The estate comprises some five hundred 
acres of richly timbered and very beautiful 
grounds, which stretch along the sea road 
between Clontarí and Howth for almost a 
mile. 

It embraces gardens and shrub grounds, 
which are considered to be among the finest 
in the British Isles. During recent years 
these gardens have been thrown open many 
times to the public ‘on behalf of the 
Queen's Institute of Jubilee Nurses. 

The mansion itself, which is reached by 
an avenue a mile in length, is famous for 
its marble staircases, spacious palm court 
and pillared halls. Several delightfal and 
picturesque residences stand on the estate 
grounds, and these are for sale with the 
rest of the property. 

The owner is the second son of the fourth 
Baton Plunket, and Anne, daughter 
of the late Sir Benjamin Guinness, 
Bart., M.P. He was born at Bray, 
and married, in 1904, Dorothea Hester.

THE TAX ON MUSICAL INSTRUMENTS. 


Mr. MacENTEE moved the adoption of the

“A TAX ON READING.” 


To the resolution which proposed certain 
duties on ‘‘ matter printed on paper and im- 
ported in bulk quantities,”” the MINISTER 
moved an amendment making the duty 15 
per cent. (10 per cent. preference) on books 
printed in the English language which, in 
the opinion of the Revenue Commissioners, 
are works of fiction, and books bound in 
leather or in any material which was an 
imitation of leather, and 50 per cent. (334 per 
cent. preference) on books printed in Saorstat 
Eireann and bound outside the Saorstat. 

The Minister said that certain books, mainly 
of a ea nature, were printed here and 
sent to the Continent for. binding. There the 
work was done practically for nothing by 
children working in:their own homes. The 
loss of employment to book-binders in this 
way was very considerable. and there were 
now a couple of hundred skilled workers in 
the trade out of employment in the city. The 
imposition of the proposed duty ye not 

would 


wholly cure that, but it was ho 
go a good way towards relieving it. 

In reply to questions, the Minister explained 
that a ks, except works of fiction, would 
be free of duty. orks of fiction bound in 
paper would subject to lid., with 1d. 
preferential. 

Mr. BLYTHE said that he considered that 
the original proposals of the Minister ought 
to be still further reduced. A duty on books 
of fiction was not going to build up a Free 
State market for the publication of such 
works; it would only add to the price which 
the public would have to pay. One of the 
reasons why book-binding was not flourishing 
in this country was because the cost was 
ontrageously high. 

Mr. FITZGERALD said that book-binding 


generally in Ireland was of an inferior quality. 


A duty on books bound in leather or an 
imitation of leather would not help the local 
industry. 

Mr. HAYES éontended that the effect of 
the duty would be to exclude the better-class 
of English fiction and admit the cheaper and 
worst class of French fiction. 

Professor O’SULLIVAN argued that the 
duty on books was no more than a tax on 
the reading public.

OBITUARY. 


THE REV. THOMAS ANDERSON, 


end 


We regret to record the death of the Rev. 
Thomas Anderson, M.A., which took place 
at St. Patrick's Rectory, Trim, on Weédnes- 
day. Having gtaduated in Trinity College, 
Dublin, he was ordained for the curacy 
St. James’s ‘Parish, Dublin, under his life-long 
friend, the late Rev. J. C. Irwin, B.D. Later 
he assisted the Rev. Duncan Craig at Trinity 
Church, Gardiner street, Dublin. 

The greater portion of Mr. Anderson’s 
ministerial life was passed in the Diocese of 
Meath. He was Rector of Castlejordan from 
1901-1905, and later Rector of Rathmolyon 
for twenty-five years till he became Rector of 
Trim in 1928. His knowledge—almost expert 
knowledge—of farming was the basis of a 
very genuine sympathy and understanding 
with his country parishioners, whom he 
served ag a faithful pastor and friend in all 
their spiritual and temporal concerns. 

Mr Anderson was deeply interested in the 
cause of education, and particularly of re- 
ligious ednueation. For upwards of forty years 
he inspected the small schools under the Irish 
Church Missions. He was Secretary and In. 
spector for the Church Education Society for 
many years, and was an examiner to the

A WEEK’S. HOLIDAY 
ALLOWED.

The Free State Department of Education 
has issued the following statement :— 

Managers and teachers of national schools 
are advised that the following arrangements 
have been approved in connection with the 
International Eucharistic Congress to be held 
in Dublin in June, 1952:—(1) Managers may 
close the schools, if they so desire, for a 
period not exceeding one week (five school 
days) during the period of the Congress. 
Such closing will be regarded as exceptional 
closing under the terms of Rule 129 (d) (see 
below). (2) In the case of schools used as 
hostels in connection with the Congress, the 
period of closing before and after Congress 
week necessitated by the fitting up of the 
schools as hostels and their subsequent 
arrangement for school purposes—a 
days—will also be allowed as exce 
closing under the terms of Rule (d), 
previded that the Department is satisfied 
that such closing was essential for the 
purpose indicated. (3) Where, in the cases 
of schools not closed during Congress week, 
individual teachers are absent with the 
permission of the managers for the 
purpose of attending the Congress, such 
period of absence, not exceeding one 
week, will be regarded as absence 
owing to a reasonable cause and payment of 
salary allowed. (4) It will be open 
managers to give the ordinary summer 
vacation immediately following the closing for 
the Congress or to re-open the schools after 
the closing for the Congress and give the 
summer vacation at a Jater date. 

Rule 129 (d)—If a school has not been in 
operation for at least 200 days in the year, a 
reduction of the grant is made, unless, from 
some exceptional cause, it has not been 
possible for the school to be in operation for 
200 days; in which case the Department, on 
a proper representation of the circumstances, 
may make a proportionate reduction in this 
requirement. Excluded days cannot be counted 
as part of the required minimum of 200 days.

AN “ATTACK ON 
EDUCATION.” 


Strong indignation at the proposed “ cuts” 
in the salaries of teachers was expressed at a 
largely-attended meeting of the Dublin branch 
of the Irish National Teachers’ Organisation, 
held at 36 Parnell square, Dublin, last mght. 

The meeting was private, bus a statement 
issued to the Press stated that several 
vigorous speeches were made against the

REUTER'S TELEGRAMS. 


NEW YORK, Thursday. 

The trend of the Stock Exchange 
was easy to-day. This morning’s business 
news was not of an inspiring nature, and 
with no indications that necessitous liquida- 
tion has been completed the imadiats out- 
look is uncertain. At the same time the 
underlying sentiment of the market is more 
cheerful on the nig tind of a balanced 
Budget, though it is recognised that several 
uncertainties remain to be cleared up. 
In view of the progress made in connection 
with the Bud Wall Street was somewhat 
puzzled b ‘initial action of the Stock 
market. Early in the session the list sharply 
declined 1 to 2 points, with the Utility sec- 
tion notably under pressure. 
A substantial rally developed early in the 
afternoon. 
The Railroad Credit Corporation. in a 
statement issued to-day announces that it has 
built up balances to take care of the Railroad 
interest requirements on July 1. This state- 

ment was regarded as being encouraging, 
though it was somewhat offset by the poor 
earnings reports for the first quarter. 

The heavy outflow of gold is poe accepted 
calmly by Wall Street. the Federal Reserve 
monthly bulletin reporting that foreign short- 
term balances, as well as foreign investments, 
have been sharply reduced—a fact which 
would seem to indicate that the further 
potential outflow will be greatly curtailed. 

The conference of oil executives anndunced 
to-day that it could not reach an agreement 
for the stabilisation of the world’s exports 
markets.
